No 17-Pres,/82,—The President is pleased to approve tne 
award of the KIRT1 CHAKRA’ to the undermentioned per¬ 
sons for acts of conspicuous gallantry :— 

1 , Shri Kara Lai Sit, (Posthumous ) 

Formerly Extra Departmental Delivery Agent, 
Mandai Bazai P.O., Tripura Division, 

(Effective date of Award: 7th June, 1980). 

On the morning of June 7, 1980, there was tension in 
Mandai, a small town in Tnpura. At noon, scattered 
groups ol tubals descended fiom the Heiumuiu Hills, a lin¬ 
ed WLth bows, nnows, takkalas and guns and began setting 
fire to the shops and houses ol the Bengali lesidents. Realis¬ 
ing the strength of the intruders, the Bengalis assembled 
near a police* post equipped with wireless set, and a sort of 
impromptu camp came up. At late hours, the policemen, 
having tailed to impress upon the Police HQ at Agartnla 
about the impending danger and having lost the hope of 
getting extra forces, left the place, perhaps to arrange foi 
reinforcement, One of the Policemen who was a tribal de¬ 
fected to the tribals along with his gun and ammunition 
Thus the unarmed Bengalis were left at the mercy of the 
tribals. 

A 23-year old Bengali youth, Shit Hara J al Sil, an 
Extra Departmental Agent of I J &T Department, had watch 
ed the police using the wireless set. After they left, he 
began sending out SOS messages on it asking for help till 
a gun shot from a tribal silenced him for ever. In early 
hours of the next morning, the tribals massacred some 322 
Bengalis including 9 members of his family, 

Shri Hara Lai Sil thus displayed extraordinary initiativt 
resourcefulness and conspicuous bravery in making efforts to 
save others, 

2. G/No. 153756 Superintendent Building and Roads 

Grade J I, Amal Kumar Maji. (Posthumous) 

(Effective date of Award: 11th August, 1980). 

On the 9th August, 1980, a huge land slide occurred block¬ 
ing the traffic completely on i*>ad Lekimbali-Along. G/ 
153756 Superintendent Building and Roads Grade 11 Amal 
Kumar Mi*ji of 433 Road Maintenance Platoon took charge 
of the slide-clearance, worked with his men continuously 
from dawn to dusk and got the slide cleared well ahead of 
the expected time. 

At about 1100 hours on 11th August while dozer was 
working its last run and the labourers were giving the finish¬ 
ing touches by filling pot holes, a huge mass of hill started 


coming down suddenly. fh^re was enough time for Shri 
Amal Kumar Maji to lun lor Ins personal safety but in 
utter disregard to his peisonal safely and with a view to 
saving the. lives ol other personnel working at the site, tu 
kept on warning them to lun for their safety. He thus 
saved the lives of 22 persons. By the time Shri Amal 
Kumar Maji died to leave the place himself, it was too 
late and he was hit by big boulders which sent him dead 
about 500 ft, down into the valley. 

Stm Amal Kumar Maji thus displayed conspicuous gal¬ 
lantry, implied leudeiship, dHci mi nation, courage and ex¬ 
ceptional devotion to duty. 

J. Major Ram Singh Sahauin (K 20569), 

The Jut Regiment. 

(Effective date of Award : 8th October, 1980) 

In Apnl 1980 ihc .uluaLion in and around Imphal town 
had detenointed on account oi the activities of insuigents. 
Major Ram Singh Saharan, Officer Commanding of a Com¬ 
pany was assigned the task of destroying the hide-out of a 
gang of insurgents who were carrying out unlawful activi¬ 
ties which included armed raidi along the international Bor- 
dci in Manipur Last Area, The gang was reportedly arm¬ 
ed with rifles, sten guns, shot guns and granades. Major 
Ram Singh Saharan, along with his sub unit was lifted by 
helicopter and concentrated ncai the suspected area on 
7th October, 1980, 

On the 8th October, 1980, Major Ram Singh Sahaian sci 
about to locate the insurgents’ hide-out and destroy it. H 
combed the area, located the camp and succeeded in en¬ 
tering it. to the surprise ol the inmates. He blocked three 
sides of the Camp with a view to preventing escape. From 
the fourth side, he led his party into assault against heavy 
fire from the insurgents. Unmindful of his personal safety. 
Major Ram Singh Saharan relentlessly progressed his as¬ 
sault which resulted in killing ol 8 insurgents and apprehen¬ 
sion oi two, besides seizin c oi arms and ammunition. 

In I his action, Major Ram Singh Saharan displayed com¬ 
plete dedication to duty, exemplary courage, determination 
and presence of mind, 

4. 2672854 Grenadier Gopal Singh, (Posthumous) 

Grenadiers. 

(Effective date of Award : 24th June, 1981) 

Grenadier Gopal Singh was part of the Task Force de¬ 
tailed to raid and destroy a hostile camp. 

On the 24th June, 1981, at about 10 30 hours, after a 
pait of a hostile camp had been captured further advance 
of the column was held up due to heavy volume of auto- 
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malic fire from one of the houses. Grenadier Om Parka&h, 
who was with Gienadier Gopal Singh and Grenadier Buj- 
rang Singh while charging Lhe houses, was wounded. On 
seeing the wounded comrade and realising the importance ot 
silencing the hie. Grenadier Gopal Singh and Grenadier Baj- 
rang Singh charged lhe house and succeeded in silencing 
the fire, after killing one hostile. In the process Grenadier 
Gopal Singh was hil by a bullet sustaining severe wounds. 
He succumbed to his injuries during evacuation. 

Gienadier Gopal Singh thus displayed conspicuous cou¬ 
rage, exceptional biavcry and devotion to duty of a high 
01 dcr. 

5. 2608238 Gienadier Bajiang Singh, (Posthumous) 

Grcnadieis, 

(Effective date of Award ; 24th June, J98X) 

On the 24th June, 1981, Gienadier Bajrang Singh, was 
pan of a Task Force detailed to raid and destroy a hostile 
camp. At about 10.30 hours, after a part of 11 hostile camp 
had been captuied, fuithcr advance of the column was 
held up due to heavy volume of automatic fire from one 
oi the houses and Gicnadiei Om PrgkaWi, who was with 
Grenada?! Bajiang Singh and Grenadier Gopal Singh, was 
wounded. On seeing the wounded comrade and realising 
the necessity oL silencing the lire, Grenadier Bajrang Singh 
and Gremuliei Gopal Singh charge the house and succeeded 
in silencing the automatic lire after killing one hostile. In 
the process Grenadier Bajrang Singh was hit by u burst of 
automatic hie sustaining seveie wound'., inspite of which he 
continued to fire at the bostilcs. As a result of his un¬ 
daunted counteraction, the heavily armed hostlles were un- 
ncived and fled in confusion. Grenadier Bajrang Singh later 
succumbed to his injuries. 

Grenadier Bajrang Singh thus displayed conspicuous cou¬ 
rage, exceptional bravciy and devotion to duty of a high 
order. 

6 . Colonel Narindcr kumm (TO-6729), PVSM, AVSM, 
Infanliy. 

(Effective date of Award : 2nd July, 1981.) 

In the spiing of l‘*81, the Aimy organised an expedition 
to the SI AC HEN GLACIER, the worlds longest non-pol ar 
glacici in the centre of the Himalayas and Eastern Kara¬ 
koram. A lugged 40 Kiloroetics irom SASOMA, up the 
NUBRA VALLEY lies the snout of SIACHEN and another 
80 kilometres ot tieacheious traverse up the Glacier is its 
souicc, the INDIRA COL, which is on the watershed bet¬ 
ween Central Asia and the Indian sub continent. The Army 
Karakorams expedition ot 150 personnel undei the leader¬ 
ship of Colonel Narindcr Kumar, PVSM, AVSM, the 
jenowned mountaineer, lusted about three from the 28th 
May, 1981 to the 18th August, 1981. 

Negotiating the lugged and forbidding icy tenain, the 
Ski team 1 cached INDIRA COL and reconnoitred all the 
passes in the SIACHEN basin. SIA KANORJ was one of 
the first peaks scaled by the team, The last 700 feet to 
the peak rose in the form of steep icy cliff. The first 
assault on the peak had failed. Displaying glacial coolness 
and undiluted spirit and unwindful of the risk to his life, 
Colonel Narindcr Kumar single handedly negotiated the 
sheet face oJ the ice of 100 feel stretch and threw down the 
rope for the team to come up. This act of cxemplaiy 
leadership resulted in the asceut of the peak. 

After the ascent of INDIRA COI., on 2nd July, 1981, 
one ot the team members suffered from high altitude sick¬ 
ness at a height of 19,000 feet. Medical aid was available 
as lar as 20 Kilometres away Braving a gale, innumerable 
crevasses and precuiiously thin snow biidge. the leader 
peisonally evacuated the sick by sledge and saved his 
life. 

In the ascent of SALTORO KANGRI (25,400 feet), 
Colonel Kumar established another landmark of team spi¬ 
rit, lcadeiship and professional mountaineering. After two 
abortive attempts at the summit, the party wan badly mauled 
by high altitude sickness However, Colonel Kumar refused 
to sunender to the mighty mountain and succeeded in con¬ 
quering the peak on the 2nd August (981. 

Colonel Naiindei Kuipm thli^ displayed conspicuous bra¬ 
very, rxempl.u y leadeixhip and exceptional courage.

(Effective date of Award: 6th July, 1981) 

On the 6th July, 1981, Lance Naik Ravi Singh was a 
member ol a column which had been launched iu engage 
extremists in an area in the Cciiuai district of Manipur. 
During the operation, Lance Naik Ravi Singh was directed 
to capture a tLomg extremist who was later identified as the 
leader at the extremist organisation. When Lance Nuik Ravi 
Singh was chasing the extremist, he was fried upon with auto¬ 
matic weapons from point blank range. With utter disregard 
to his pcisonal safety, Lance Naik Ravi Singh killed one 
extremist and captured the leader ot the organisation alive, 

Lance Naik Ravi Singh thus displayed conspicuous gal¬ 
lantly, corn age and exceptional devotion to duiy. 

8 . Lieutenant Colonel Rama Piasad Singh (1C-14287JN), 
jAiv Riiles. 

(Effective date ol Award : 6th July, 1981) 

On 27ih June, (981, lhe 1 expansibilities to check uisiugency 
m tm aica 111 me Cenluii uisiucL ot Mampui was ciiti usted 
to an Iruanuy Battalion, commanded by Lt i^ol Rama Piasad 
binff By establishing an efficient intelligence net-woik, 
cTnkamn Prasad Smh elicited niLormation about the acti¬ 
vities 01 me e\uenlists in me area oi optiauon. U 11 me 6Lh 
juiy, J98i, lie icceived ini 01 matron about certain aimed 
nonile-. liequciitmg a ccitain aica. With the uppioval ot the 
Ciciieiai umcei commanding, Lieutenant Colonel Kama Pru- 
sul planned to launch a special operation on that mgnt. How¬ 
ever, during the later prut oi Lhe day, he received inrormation 
regaiding movement oi some suspected extremists in a difiej- 
ent part oi the area. Appreciating tnc urgency, Lieutenant 
1 . olonei Rama Prasad Sinti decided to launch the opciation 
during the day and immediately despatched a company column 
at 14 iU houis under Second Lieutenant Lyius i\duic Pitha- 
wahu, Thereafter he collected some more troops and led 
them personally cross country thiough marshy terrain, 10 
direct lIic operation himself. At about 1800 houis while he 
was still 2 Kms away fiom the objective, he heard sounds 
oL filing and immediately rushed to cordon of the aiea. On 
reaching the area ot operation, he found lhal Second Lieute¬ 
nant Cyrus Addie Pithawaiia was injured and 011 c noioiious 
extiemist had been captured and foui otheis killed in the en¬ 
counter. Unmindful of his personal safety, Lt Col Rama 
Piasad Sinh, approached close to the other extremists, who 
were still tiring, and asked for their surrender. Finding no 
response and continued resistance from the extremists, he 
p sonally directed and led scaich of the area. In the entire 
upciulion, two extremists were captured alive and seven others 
killed and a large quantity of arms and ammunition captured. 

In this action Lieutenant Colonel Rama Prasad Sinh dis¬ 
play id leadership, initiative, exceptional devotion to duty. 

9. FLIGHT LIEUTENANT SANKARA IYER CHAN¬ 
DRASEKHAR (13436) (Posthumous) ADMINIS¬ 
TRATIVE, 

(Effective date of Award : 21st November, 1981) 

On the 21st November, 1981, Flight Lieutenant. Sankaia 
lyci CImndrasckhai (J3436) AdmimsLiativc, was proceeding 
bv Lain on his annual leave to Madras by LucknowJhansi 
Express and was travelling in a First Class compartment along 
with three other co-pas$engers.
